Nor «an I forbear to aſſert, that the greater any perſons 
Poſſeſſions are in England, the more. is their loſs by the Ille- 
gal Trading of” the Jews in Your Majeſties Plantations in 
America : Foy the larger their Lands are, the more « their 
Growth and Produtt, and the Hdvantagious Vendition there- 
of, depends much on the Conſumption the Plantations make of 
them. Whereas the. Jews here, together- with other Jews 
their» Co-partners -living 'in Holland, making their Outward 
Cargoes at Holland, thereby leſſen the Conſumption of the 
Engliſh Growth and Manufaiture, which not only Aﬀeits Tour 
Majeſty, but alſo all Tour Subjeits of. what degree. or quality 
ſoever in the whole Nation. 

My Endeavonrs (however). have not been for.a total Ex- 
tirpation of the Jews, or their Trade. here, (as ſome have 
aimed) but only to oblige them to pay Your Majeſties Cuſtoms, 
and att according to Law, that thereby the Ent Merchants 
might be Enabled to Sell as Cheap as themſelves.

ys which, (as I ſaid before) no rrue Ballance of Trade can poſlibly 
be kept, 

And in regard the Jews are a ſort of Perſons admired at, by moſt 
Trading People all the World over, as well as here in Eng/and, for 
their great Wealth and that they all know it flows from the abun- 
dance of their Trade and Commerce ; and yet that they carry it on 
with ſo much Subtilty, covgring all in other mens Names, that none 
but a-perſon deſigned to.dive into their Ways and Methods of Trade; 
and leaving almoſt all other Concerns behind his back ; together

Being chus furnifhed with Commfriſſions, having all the precedent 
Laws at my Fingeraend, General Notions of the uſuat Aﬀtions of 
thoſe whoſt' Magazine of our Plant iti: Trade lyes at Amſterdaiy, Ret- 
terdam, &c, | ſer on with a firm Reſolurton to'pur' all the foregoing 
Acts of Parliament it Execution agdinſteyety Perfon, Jew or Chri- 
ſtizn, Merchant or Officer, that 1 could meet with who were wilful 
— Oltenders therein, in my Diſtricts, with hopes alfo that my Brethren 
who had the care of other Places ſubject to the ſame evil prattices, 
would in time follow my example: And the' reaſons which moſt of 
all animated me theretnto, were. 1/7. The Reftioval of che Staple of 
Commerce which the Jews had- tote, #nd continae ilk too, from 
England to Holland, moſt of their Cargoes for the Plantations being 
made up of the Growth, Produt and Marjufafture of thoſe parts, 
and none of En;l:;/þ; So that the Ad of Trade recited, fol. 7. is plain- 
ly controverted, which directs, That as the People of thoſe 

arts are Engliſh, ſo ep Gomes be Fed, Eloothed; &c. by 
the P2zoductof England : And if any Foreign ities,

terdam ;, an inſtance only in Linnex?, for Example, Becauſe the Jews 
in Barbadoes Sell more Hollands there, than all the Engliſh Mer- 
chants do; and the Alien-Duty amounts ro 4 great ſum of Money 
yearly, which the King # wholly Cheated of.' The Merchantihero 
imploy: his Factor itt foſterdant to buy ity and allows tim his 
Commiſſion for it, who Ships it there ; che Ship ' arrives here, and

&pg alſo ſo much per cent; for his Adyenture;&e, As the Market - tt - 
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bear vom with it to the Dreper, whois at Charge to carry it home, 
and of Shop or Ware-houſe room till he diſpoſe of it again; ro which 
he alſoadds ſo much per cent, for Disburſe of his Money, &c, And 
then cores a Merchant Adventurer to him to buy what ſorts of Lin- 
»ew he hath occaſion to furniſh his FaCtor with in the Plautations , 
afterwards comes other Charges on, as Cartidge, Porterage, Whar- 
fidge, Cuſtom Officers Fees, B&rc, All which muſt be added in his 
Enyoyce to his Factor in the Plantations : And you ſhall commonly 
find abundance af Entries and Cocquers to be had here in London, 
and many out-Ports too on aay confiderable Ship going for the Plan- 
#ations, Which much increaſes the Officers Fees, and Imploys abun- 
dance of poor Labouring perſons, as well as Merchants and Trades- 
men. "On the contrary, you ſhall have a ſet of Jews at Amſterdam 
ſharers with the Fews at London, Barbadors, New-york, Jamaica, 8&c: 
who paſs.cvery where paying no more-Duties than Natives of that 
place where the Goods at any time are, Joynin a lump together';

ther too, which 1 did; but Swtron had made ſuch haſte,as that he was 
come back again to Honiton in Devonſhire by the time | got thither in 
my Journey toward Zoendon:; And being met there, he told me, that 
he bad procured an Order from the Commiſhoners to clear the Ship, 
I demanded to ſee it ; but he cold me, *twas in the Male, which 
could not there be opened ; ſol took an opportunity to write to my 
Friends at Falmonth, not to part with the Ship till they heard from 
me 
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me at London, and proceeded thither, where 1 found that Sir Peter 
Killigrew, together with the Colleftor and Surveyor of Falmonth, - 
had miſ-reprefented the Caſe to the Commiſſioners, who had there- 
upon wrote to us Officers joyntly, ( when our Intereſt was ſeparate, 
(for the ColleHor and Surveyor had [llegally diſpatch'd the Ship, and 
I was Proſecuting the forfeirure;) declaring that they ſaw no cauſe 
why the Ship or Gn0/'s ſhould be detained.

Alfo I had 
the Opinion of ſome of the Ant.enteſt and Ableſt Officers of the 
Cuſtoms, who declared the ſame, and then at a day appointed at- 
tended che Commiſſioners, who then were preſent, being'My Lord 
Cheyne, Francis Milli ygton and febn' Vpein Eſqrs, Mr. Hutchinſun 
appeared there as Solicitor for the Jews z and in the Council Cham- 
ber I produced my Opinion of Council, and 'twas concluded the 
Law was clear on my fide: Mr. Hutchinſon Argued, that a great 
part of the Goods did belong to Jews who were made Denizens, and 
produced two Patcnts of Denization, which were read by Mr. Zohn 
Sanſon , and in the firſt of them, the Clauſe, that they ſhould pay no 
more Cuſtom than Engliſh, was not Incerted and Mr. Sanſon told 
them, 'twas not for their purpoſe ; then the other was read, in which 
Mr. Anthony Gomaſera, and Mr. Anthony Loſado were Named, and 
that Clauſe Inſerted; and 'twas ſaid; That would do, 1immediatly 
demanded how much of her Cargo belonged th them, but could have 
no anſwer: Than I was left to try the Title atLaw at my own 
Riſque and Charge ; Indeed my Lord Cheyne ſaid, That their Purſes 
were too Heavy for me, 'and that they would be roo hard for me, 
if the Commiſſioners did nor ſtand by me ; But Mr. Upton (then one 
of the. Comm. ſſioners) appeared openly againſt me, ſaying, / was 
to8:pee 'y and that 1 aired to grow Rich at once: And at anothey time, 
few days after, when I acquainted the Board that 1 was told the 
fews did deſign to Arreſt me, Mr. Upton ſaid, He wonared that they 
let me alone ſo 'ong ; and would not agree to ProreCt me, though my 
Lord Cheyne offcred it again, 

Being thus left ro the wide World, I returned to Falmonth, and 
Mr Smtton was again ccme for London, leaving the Managery of his 
Concerns with Mr. Bryan R'gers z my Attorney ſent medown a Writ 
of A ppraiſemenr,naming the Officers of Falmouth for Cominiſhoners. 


Mr. Xogers by DircCtions fron L ndon, defired me to admit of an 
calic 
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Appraiſcment ; and that adding thoſe Goods Sworn to be on Board, 
beſides thoſe Entred ; tothoſe which were Entred, I would conſent to 
paſs it, without the Charge of unloading, &c. To which (by advice) 
I conſented ; and becaule ic ſhould be done as exaCtly as poſſible, de- 
fired that the Land-wayter and Tydes-men who had been concerned 
in her Unloading before-hand might gp gee. then Mr. S#tton 
giving in good Security according to Law, he might go on his 
Voyage as ſoon as he pleaſed ; which I verily thought, as did Mr. 
Rogers alſo,would be the ſafeſt and,.cheapeſt way on all ſides:But when 
it came to that, the perſons named for Commiſſioners would not 
ſtand ; they had diſpatch'd the Ship Legally (as they ſaid )and would 
not be concerned in any other manner, Sol was forced to nominate 
other Commiſhoners and Appraiſers, who would not Act without they 
ſaw the Goods, and that could not be done without unloading the 
Ship, which proved a very great Charge for me: In the mean time 
(almoſt three Weeks afrer my Seizure ) the Commiſſioners here, 
order'd their Colle&or and Surveyor of Falmosth to admit the Guns 
to an Entry, which they did wirhour my, conſent , or. knowledge 
whenl came to hear it; I Proteſted againſt it, and wrote to the 
Commiſſioners thereof; Bur inſtead of an Anſwer according to Law 
(for Upton himſelf had ſaid the. Seizure of the Guns was good) 
- down comes a Letter to the ſaid Colle&or and Surveyor, with Or- 
der to. impart it to me, which intimated, that the former Entry was 
notright, either in,quantity or quality, &c, And that the Informa- 
tion being in my Hand, they ſhould get the Merchant to make a Poſt 
Entry according as I ſhould adviſe them: They came to me about ir, 
I told them the Guns were Forfeited, and the King ſhould have his 
Moyety of the true value, or the Guns themſelves: And I wouldnot 
conſent to an Illegal Entry, come what Order there would from the 
Commiſſioners ; On which 1 ſent for a Writ of Appraiſement a parr 
for Them, and on Qath they were Appraiſed at 571 1. 4s, &@; the 
Kings Moyety amounted to 4354. 125. 04. And on the Ent taken 
- blind-fold. by chem, he had not above 7/7. 105, © d. So that the 
King loſt thereby 428 /. 125. 04. andlloſt 435d 125. o. When 
I would not obey the ſaid Order, they got a Writ of Delivery, which 
alſo I would not obey, they being .no Periſhable Commodities, &c. 
And the. Writ obtained contrary to the Statute 14 Car. 2. viz. Be 
it Enacted by the Autho2itp afozeſaid, that no Writ of De- 
liverp ſhall be granted out of the Court of Exchequer fo

Now all men.know, that Copper-Gwns are not Periſhable ; And 'twas 
themidle of Hillary Term before they were taken out of the Ship, or 
ſeeny and'ns Tryal could be brotight on Befbre the tht of the Writ” 
of Delivery, which was the'laft diy of that Term ; alſo rtiany times 
on ſuch occaſions, ſuch Writs are diſobeyed.' However I being Im. 
priſoned, the Colle@or of Pexryn was threatned by the Commit. 
fioners to be caſhier'd his place, if he did not take off his Lock ; which 
hefor fear did, and mine was broken open, and the Guns forceably 
carried away before any Tryal war brought on for'them ; If any' 
queſtion the Truth thereof, I refer my ſelf to the Comtniſhoners own 
Letters, written to the Colletor and Surveyor of Falmenth, and the 
Colleftor of Penryn on that occaſion. 'All the reſt of the Ships Car- 
goe (as well as Guns) was unloaden and ſecured in divers Ware- 
houſes.at Penryn ; and both (idex preparing for a Tryal againſt the 
riext Aﬀſizes, and about the time half the Ships load was on ſhoar, I 
was Arreſted coming on Shote at the Str41d of Falmauth, at the Suir 
of "Henry Sutton in an Attion of 2000, And Parties being preſently 
taken, I was like to be pluck'd in pieces betwixt my Friends and 
Foes, till Mr, Mayor came and fecured the Peace; Then 1 defired 
dn hourstime to ſend to Penryn for Bail ; But Tous denyed me, and 
the County Priſon being at Bodmin, almoſt 4o Miles thence ; the di-: 
ret way was through Penrynand Trare ; 1 was within Piſtol ſhot of 
my Lotging, but was not permitted by Sir Peter Killigrew ( who. 
Headed the Bailiffs and their Followers, being about 25 in number) 
to have my own Horſe to ride on, .nor my Boots, &sc. to put on, but 
was ſet on an hard going, Jade, with an heavy Bailiff behind me ;
